Indicate cancor is neither hereditary 
nor contagious, according to a paper 
presented to the Association ot Life 
Insurance Presidents horo today by 
President Arthur Hunter of tho Actu- 
arial Society ot America. 


After referring to tho annual toll 


of eighty thousand deaths from can- 
cer In tho United States, Mr. Hunter 
said: 


"There seoms Httlo to support the 


view that cancer It the result of con- 
tagion. Twenty thousand applications 
for Insurance wore- reviewed arid It 
was found Unit In -1H8 cnscs ono only 
of tho parents of thu applicant was 
statod to have died from cancer and In 
four cttsos both parents were stated 
to have died of cancer as of those In 
which both parents had died of that 
disease. Thor'o could hardly bo a 
stronger tost than the case ot husb- 
and wife." 


As to heredity, Mr: Hunter said: 
".My first Investigation consisted of 


cases ot persons insured In six com- 
panies, both parents having died ot 
cancer prior to date of upltcatloii for 
Insurance. 
Of '172 grandparents of 


the insured, the cause «t death was 
given in 234 'cases of which two were 
from cancer: thu cause of death was 
stated In 18-1 of these as 'old age,' the 
average ago at death ot which was S2. 
In T2 ot tho grandparents the cause 
of death was uot known but the age 
was given, tho average being 02; In 15S 
cases neither the ago nor tho cause 
ot death was known. It is reasonable 
to conclude that If only'two "died of 
cancer out of 234 parents.ot persons 
who died ot cancer, thiit disease Is not 
hereditary."

color have ait important bearing on 
tho prices whleh must bo paid for the 
various edible fats until la tho home, 
since all are regarded as wholesome 
when of good quulily and practically 
tbo enme amount ot energy la derived 
by the body from each. The house- 
keeper therefore tWtM decide Usrually 
v.'hat she is willing to pay <or relative- 
ly superficial properties In the foods. 
These facts are pointed out In a re- 
cent professional .paper of tho Waited 
States Department of Agriculture. Bul- 
letin 460. "Pats and Their Economical 
Use tn tho Monte." prepared by the Of- 
fice of Homo Economics ot the De- 
partment, [n discussing the selection 
of fats for special uses the bulletin 
says: 


la general It /pays always to buy fata 


of such good nuaHiy that none will 
have to bo thrown away through spoil- 
age. 
In some instances a 
higher- 


priced article may be more economical 
in the end. as. tor example, clean, suii- 
Uary butter, as coinparcd to a cheaper, 
but less sanitary product. In some 
Instances', whero taste or flavor only 
Is involved, a less wtpenulvo tablo fat 
may aiiRWer oulte satisfactorily the 
purpose of a more ox pensive one. For 
example, the chief use of table oils tx 
as an Ingredient of salad dressing, 
and when a characteristic flavor IH not 
especially desired, good grades of cot- 
tonseed and peanut oils, having 
a 


bland ttavor. may be used, when these 
ai'o leas e.tpetuMvo than the corres- 
ponding grades of olive oil. 


Pats used for shortening; that Is. In 


mixture with doughs, etc.. 
Influence 


the appearance, Havor, texture, com- 
position, keeping quallt*'. and coat oC 
the foods in which they arc Incorpo- 
rated. 
In selecting 'shortening fats 


flavor and odor are to bo considered, 
but attractive appearance and color 
are of less Importance, since In cook- 
ing these are usually masked. Other 
qualities being equal, those culinary 
fata are more economical and desir- 
able which possess tho best kcopltig 
quality: that Is. tho least tendency tn 
become rattcld. Also, for general use 
shortening fats give tho bt»t ronulta j 
it they arc neither too hard nor too | 
port to be easily mixed with tho other j 
Ingredients of tho dough at ordinary 
temperatures.

In such operations as frying should 
be carefully selected, sluco they In- 
fluence the flavor, appeanineo. 
and 


texture of the foods cooked In, thorn, 
as la evident when, one recalls the bad 
flavor imparted to fried foods by burn- 
ed or rancid Tat. f'rfetereace should bo 
given to a rat which dote not ncorch 
too readily at tha temperature most 
commottly used for trying. 
Experi- 


ments in the laboratory of tho Office 
of Home Economies Indicate that but- 
ter and lard scorch at a lower temper- 
ature than bopf or mutton fats aud col- 
toneeod. peanut, or cocoanut oils. For 
tule reason, therefore, the latter fats 
are preferable for Heap trying, which 
requires high tetaporattiro.

to u&e mere fat than a good recipe 
calls for.

while a salad dressing with too much 
sit tastes "fat." The following aro ad- 
ditional extuttpiee of ways la which 
economy may bo secured.

" flavor thus Imparted Is more pro- 


nounced. It'tirthormorc, if added be- 
fore conking much of the Gutter is lost 
unless water In which tho vegetables 
aro boiled Is served with thorn.

stead of adding butter to vugclablca 
many people rook fat tiam. bacon, or 
salt pork with them and rullah tho 
characteristic flavor thus Vmparted. 


Much fat may be saved by home 


rendering of tho trimmings from fat 
meat. The following method of rend- 
ering tats, fouud to be very satisfac- 
tory In the laboratory of tho Office ot 
Home Economics, may be applied In 
tho home. The fat Is cut llnoty wtlh 
an ordinary household meat chopper 
ot sausage grinder nnd la then heated 
In a double holler until completely 
melted. The melted fat Is then strain- 
ed through a rather thick cloth (me- 
dium fine hucktibnck. for Instance) to
